Red Cross Completes Its Pro- 
gram of Emergency Aid 
To Destitute

ALL WHO WANT IT 


Organization Is Effected In 
Three Sub Districts of 
Upper Glades 


Distribution of rations by the 
Red Cross, instead of running to; 
December 20, a date set at the re- 
quest of a group of growers in 
the Pahokee district, was sus- 
pended the latter part of last week. 
The form of relief was changed 
this week lo the providing of em- 
ployment at wages under the coun- 
ty council disbursing funds of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. Work crews were organized 


Ration distribution had been 
made at the request=of growers 
in the Pahokee district whose bean 
crops were drowned ou’ by а 
flooding rain on the eastern shore 
of the lake November 6-7. This 
form of relief was terminated be* 
cause of its abuse by unworthy 
persons and by the approach of 
the harveest of the crop of sugar 
cane, for which laborers | are 
wanted. 

Willingness to work in the cane 
fields and-bean fields or on the 
Е. Е. С. projects is now the test 
of eligibility of applicants for aid. 

Distribution of flour is still be- 
ing made by the Red Cross.
